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WEST MARIA AND FORTESCUE. 


§rr,—There isone remark in particular of the secretary of the West 
Maria and Fortescue Mines that I cannot allow to pass without notice, 
as it might injure in the estimation of his employers an intelligent, 
and, I believe, a straightforward agent. The secretary evidently 
infers that I obtained my observation about the lawsuit from the 
resident agent, “whose duties, he thought, were confined to prac- 
tical workings.” I found the agent, Capt. Donual, not only intel- 
ligent but most obliging, and willing to explain everything connected 
with the underground workings, but it was not from him that I ob- 
tained the legal particulars I published in my Notes. I went to the 
mine determined to obtain on the spot and in the neighbourhood the 
information I had fviled to obtainin Scotland, Iwas not personally 
acquainted with cither agent, secretary, committce man, or lord, and 
wrote you what I conceived the whole body of shareholders ought 
to be made acquainted with. The secretary worders if I wished for 
relinble information that I did not write to Scotland for it; and he 
advises other shareholders to apply there to satisfy themselves from 
geliable sources what the facts really are. I would observe in reply to 
this, that in July last, when I found shares dropped suddenly 50 per 
eent., [did wrile to Scotland fur information. I wished to know whe- 
ther itwas from any falling off in the mine, or from the rumour of a 
lawsuit that the property was so affected. I was told in reply,“ There 
was no falling offin the mine;”’ and in regard tothe suit, all the in- 
formation I got fromthe secretary was this—*f The dispute with the 
lord has, I understand, been made much more of than I think there 
is ground for. However it goes, the price of each share should not 
be much affected.” 

But after that time things appeared to me to be going from bad 
to worse, and when I found we were also involvel in a Chancery 
suit, I thought it time for some one to speak out. Iam old enough 
to remember the origin of the dispute between West Basset and 
South Frances, and how it has gone on progressing froin a paltry 
beginning till it has ruined both mines, and embittered the feelings 
of all engaged in it. Let any of your readers refer to my “ Cornish 
Notes,” published in the early part of 1861. I wrote you then from 
South Frances, as | wrote you the other day from West Maria—that it 
was a pity it could not be amieably arranged, and “that two practical 
disinterested partics would se¢tle it ina few hours.? The question 
was this—the lense« of the two mines gave the boundary of erchasa 
line with John Vincent's cottage. The South Frances Company main- 
tained the line should be drawn to the north corner of the cottage. 
The West Basset felt as positive that the line should be to the south 
corner, and upon this simple question they went to law. They have 
been before several law courts, as well as to the House of Lords; 
they have spent over 20,0007. in costs, and the case is still open ! 
‘hat is to say, the lawyers still find some other point to fight upon ! ! 
And with this before our eyes, shall we, the shareholders in West Maria 
and Fortescue sit quietly by and see our oyster devoured by lawyers? 

Surely there is something behind it all that my poor sagacity 
failed to discover. Can any shareholder further enlighten me as to 
the general management, and its leanings ? J. Y. WATSON, 





WEST MARIA AND FORTESCUE CONSOLS, 


Sim,—Mr. J. Y. Watson when he wrote his letter, inserted in the Supplement 
to last weck’s Journal, must have been ignorant of most important informa- 
tion as to the interests of the shareholders in these mines, and as to the agree- 
ments which were made when the lease was conciuded. The lessee towhom he 
refers must have forgotten what took place, as the statements now made are 
not in conformity with the facts of the case, and this will easily be brought out 
in Court. Iagain remark that the statements would appear to emanate from 
one retained by the plaintiffs in the suit. Mr. Caarles Willesford bas not from 
the first been ready to settle the dispute in afair way. He was not only offered 
over and over again to have the dispute settled by arbitration by the mineral 
agents of the Duke of Cornwall, the Earl of Falmouth, or mineral agents of 
similar standing, but required to do so by the terms of his lease. 

Ido not know on what ground Mr, J. Y. Watson calculates Mr. Wiilesford’s 
“ fair and liberal demand”’ would not have exceeded 5. or 101. per month.’’ The 
demand, as may be also shown in Court from the documents, was a much more 
serious matter, though why this company should be unjustly called to pay even 
120/, per year after its cnormous outlay passes mine, though not perhaps Mr. 
J. Y. Watson's comprehension. 

Weare advised by eminent connsel, to whom the whole documents have been 
submitted, that the Messrs. Willesford are not entitled to one farthing for their 
pretended way-leave. The company would never have taken their property ex- 
cept to work it conjointly with Earl Fortescue’s, and after the expenditure of 
so many thousands of pounds upon it,and the payment of 2000, forthe renewal 
of their lease, they consider It to be altogether a most oppressive and unfair de- 
mand, The question will now be decided either by the Court of Chancery or by 
arbitration, suould our counsel's instruction of the arbitration clause in the 
lease be correct.

WEST MARIA AND FORTESCUE MINE. 


Str,—The letters of both Capt. Skewis (the manager) and of Mr. J. E. Watson 
(the purser) are evidently intended to mislead the shareholders as to the real 
nature of the dispute between the company and the Messrs. Willesford. As a 
shareholder in the mine, I have frequently met Mr. C, Willesford on the sub- 
ject, and he has always conveyed to me the idea that the dispute would have 
been easily settled, without Chancery proceedings, had it not been for the offi- 
clousness of Capt. Skewis. Most of the misfortunes of this company arise from 
the fact that Capt. Skewls is not only the mauager of the mine, but also the di- 
rector of the Scotch committee, and adviser-gencral of the purser; and as this 
extrordinary official is only moved by ** Balyonic’’ strings, and these termi- 
nating in the office of the solicitor to the company, it is only fair to presume 
that a long lawyer's bill will be far more acceptable to certain sharcholiers 
than a good dividend would be, The purser observes that the ‘ cautious 
Scotch’’ were cautious euongh to get the best legal advice. I shall feel obliged 
to him if he wil favour me with the publication of Counsellor Wm. Skewis’s 
opinion on the matter. The purser also states that, ‘so far as the case is gone, 
it has been decided in the company’s favour.’’ Now, this assertion may be a 
‘canny Scotch’’ mode of expression, but it is absolutely incorrect, and mis- 
leading to the shareholders, 

After being upset in most of their pleas, these precious managers gained one 
point in Chambers, and this one of but little importance in the dispute, aud will 
probably be overruled when the case is argued in full Court. This point was, 
that the Messrs. Willesford must fall back on the arbitration clause contained 
in the lease, but it was only gained by the support of strong affidavits, too 
strong, I fear, to be endorsed by the original lessees, who alone are competent 
to advise in this dispute, and who would have settled the matter with Mr. 
Willesford without any Chancery proceedings, had the ** cautious Scotch ”’ given 
the slightest encouragement. 

Mr. J. Y. Watson was perfectly correct in stating that Messrs. Willesford’s 
right ought to have been acknowledged, since Mr. Willesford had liberally offered | 
to remit the compensation he ought to receive for the use of his shaft, provided 
the managers acted with fairness towards him in prosecuting the work in the 
western and most promising part of the sett with miner-like spirit aud force, 
Here lies Mr. Willesford’s real grievance—the managers neglect the proper de- 
velopment of his property, and for ten years have been manifestly uujust to him. 

The ** purser’? makes a merit of his readiness to afford to distant shareholders 
all information respecting the mine and Chancery sult, yet, strangely enough, 
he has positively refused a list of shareholders when applied tor by me for the 
purpose of writing to them to join in requesting that a meeting should be 
held on the mine, to meet Mr, Willesford, and discuss our differences in a friendly 
and business-like way.

A special general meeting of shareholders was held at the office, 
Finch-lane, on Tuesday, to receive information from Dr, Bishop, Mr. 
Mattingly, and Capt. Nancarrow respecting the Stanley Mine, mill, 
machinery, &c..—Mr, ORMEROD in the chair. . 

Mr. T. STEVENS (secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said the discussion which took place at the last 
meeting with regard to the Stanley Mine would, no doubt, be in the 
recollection of shareholders, when authority was given to complete 
its purchase, provided the report of Dr. Bishop, and the opinion of 
practical miners which he would obtain, should prove satisfactory. 
Among others, Dr. Bishop had been fortunate enough to meet with 
Captain William Nancarrow (of Redruth, Cornwall), whose name 
and reputation were so well known throughout the mining world, 
The opinions obtained were of such an encouraging character that 
the directors had coufirmed the purchase ; the mine and machinery 
had been paid for, and when all arrears were paid there would be a 
small balance in hand. Although the mine had been developed to an 
extent sufficient to prove it to be a valuable property, yet all knew 
to make it remunerative working capital had to be subscribed. There 
were now actually allotted between 6000 and 7000 shares, and after 
carefully considering the matter the directors thought it advisable 
to raise the subscribed capital to 11,0007, or 12,000/, The present 
meeting had been convened to afford the shareholders an opportu- 
nity of eliciting from Dr. Bishop, Mr. Mattingly, and Capt, Nan- 
carrow any information, and at the same time afford the directors 
an opportunity of consulting with them as to the amount of capital 
that should be raised. With those few preliminary remarks, he 
would ask Dr. Bishop to make a statement as to the result of his 
visit to the mine. 

Dr. BisuoP said upon his first visit to Idaho he was very favour- 
ably impressed with the Stanley Mine, and his opinion was confirmed 
by recent examination, but more particularly by the opinion of prac- 
tical miners. He had himself invested largely in the shares of the 
company. ‘The lode was from 16 to 17 ft. wide in the upper tunnel, 
while in that lower down the mountain, from which it was proposed 
to work the mine, the ledge was not cut across more than 5 fc, The indications 
at this point are most encouraging; the casing-wall resembies that of the south 
wall of the great Atlanta, and-they were Just cutting into a mass of quarts, 
containing ruby silver, the same as that found by sinking a shaft upon the lode, 
The ruby silver taken by Capt, Nancarrow from the dump at the shaft assayed 
$163 per ton. Just before leaving the Atlanta he (Dr. Bishop) went into the 
lower tunnel, and took out from the face of the lode several specimens of ore, so 
very much like that in some parts of the Atlanta Mine, that he could scarcely 
distinguish one from the other, Should further developments prove it to be 
anything like the Atlanta Mine in value, it would be worth 20,0000. or 300,9007, 
The price agreed to be paid for it could only be considered nominal. A silver 
mine having a true fissure vein is more permanent than a gold mine; and it is 
now well known that the occurrence of ruby silver, whether of the antominal 
or arsenical variety, is one of the best indications of permaneney ; by means of 
roasting ; and for this purpose he recommended the new Stetefeldt furnace, by 
using which chese ores are casily reduced, 

The CHAIRMAN asked Dr, Bishop what amount of capital would be necessary ? 

Dr. Bisuor said 85001, was the least that would be required. Ife might men- 
tiou that he had made the acquaintance of Mr. Stetefeldt, who had consented 
to reduce his royalty 50 per cent. if this company agreed to adopt his patent— 
in other words, $1 instead of $2 per ton. 

Mr. QUILLER asked whether the machinery which had been purchased was cn 
the mine ?——Dr. Bistiop said the machinery was near the mouth of the lower 
tunnel, and that everything was complete; additional pans for amalgamating 
would be required, the cost of which was included in the amount of capital he 
had named. ‘Thcre was plenty of water for washing purposes, and for stamping 
the ore. He added that there were 60 tons of gold quartz In the mill, which he 
had succeeded in getting included in the purchase. The wood in the district 
was inexhaustible, : . . 

Capt, NANCARROW said he had occasion to visit the territory of 
Idaho to see another mine, and while there Dr, Bishop took him to 
see the Stanley. He visited it on three or four occasions, Ashe had 
stated in the report he had written, he considered the prospects of the mine were 
very encouraging, and fully warranted the expenditure of a further amount of 
capital, the result of which he had no doubt would be satisfactory, and very 
large returns would be made, He was much pleased with the lode in the upper 
drift, and still more with the indications he saw in the shaft, the lode in the 
lower drift not having been struck when he wasthere. From what he saw he 
was led to believe the result In the lower drift would be very good indeed, He 
quite endorsed Dr. Bishop's views that a reverberatory furnace should be erected, 
as it would pay for itself ina very short time. Altogether he considered the 
ropes avery good one; it was not, of course, equal to the Atlanta, which isthe 

st silver mine he had ever seen, but the price paid for it had to be considered. 

Mr. TILDERSLEY asked if Capt. Nancarrow thought there was any probability 
of it becoming as valuable as the Atlanta ?——Capt. NANCARROW sald the indl- 
cations were good enough to make it as good a mine as the Atlanta, but as yet 
the explorations were not completed. Ile did not see how it could possibly be a 
failure; he believed it would be a success, and a great success. To erect a 
Stetefeldt furnace, and to work the mine as it should be, would require 50001,—— 
Dr. BisHop said it would cost 20007. to erect one of Stetefeldt’s furnaces, to 
roast 30 tons per day. 

Mr. W. L. WEBB enquired the estimated cost of the pans ?——Dr. BIsHop 
said the mill was at present a gold quartz mill,and to make it a complete silver 
mill would cost about 15001. 

Capt. NANCARROW was of opinion the lode would continue to improve in the 
lower drift as it was extended into the mountain. He could not believe it pos- 
sible that such a vein, and of such great width, would not improve in value, and 
especially after what he saw coming from the shaft. The veins near the sur- 
face contain more gold, but in depth the gold decreases and the silver in- 
creases. The ‘‘ country” is granite in places, and killas in some parts—a very 
good matrix. 

Dr. BIsHoP said the casing walls of the vein appeared to be porphyritic clay. 
The walls in Ailanta and Stanley were of precisely the same character, 

Mr. MATTINGLY, in reply to a question, stated that the winter did not in- 
terfere with the working of the mines in that district. 

Dr. BISHOP, in reply to a question, stated that shareholders might safely look 
forward to the realisation of a net result equal to 10,0002. or 15,0001. per annum ; 
and, if Capt. Nancarrow’s opinion be coriect, that the value of the mineral will 
increase as the drift is extended into the mountain, the profits could be easily 
doubled or trebled. Even since he had known the territory the price of pro- 
visions had been reduced 25 to 30 per cent., and he believed ultimately quartz 
would be worked in that camp for $12 per ton. 

Capt. NANCARROW mentioned that the Atlanta and Stanley were situated on 
the same mountain slope, were exactly parallel, and about half a mile distant. 

Dr. Bisfor said it would take about two or three months to erect the rever- 
beratory furnace. 

A SHAREHOLDER thought it would be satisfactory for the shareholders If the 
secretary were to read the report which he understood had becn received by the 
board from an independent authority,—The report was read, as follows :— 

September 27.—I have made an examination of the Stanley lode, formerly 
known as the Lucy.

“ Battle Mountain Mining Company, Copper Canon, Nevada, Oct. 4.—Sir : Dur- 
ing my recent stay at Atlanta I examined the Stanley Mine, and I thik ita very 
promising one. ‘The development at the upper level tunnels and shaft show a 
arge and well-formed lode, which I consider a true fissure vein. A sample of 
the quartz showing traces of ruby silver taken from the dump at the shaft as- 
sayed $160 to the ton of 20001bs, It 1s my opinion that you ought to purchase 
it on the terms offered. ‘The facilities for working a mill by steam-power in 
Quartz Gulch, on which the mine Is situated, are very good, but I should not 
advise you to work this mine without erecting a suitable furnace for roasting 
theore.

The CHAIRMAN said he thought it would be very desirable to obtain a state- 
ment from Mr. Mattingly. He had understood that such was Mr. Mattingly's 
confidence in the value of the property that he was willing to give an under- 
taking not to part with the shares which he had received in lieu of purchase- 
money until a certain number of dividends had been paid. : 

Mr. MATTINGLY said he did not wish to dispose of his shares 
until they had attained some value in the market, which they most 
assuredly would from the intrinsic merits of the mine, He had 
made an arrangement not to dispose of his shares until two quar- 
terly dividends had been paid, and were it not that other parties 
were interested in the matter, he should be perfectly willing to leave 
the whole of the shares in the hands of the directors. If the inte- 
rests of the company would be promoted by so doing, he would pro- 
mise that the matter should be considered. He was pleased to find that the 
opinion he expressed as to the mine when In England last had been confirmed 
by its further development, and that it was also confirmed by the opinion of such 
men as Capt. Nancarrow.

The CHAIRMAN asked If Mr, Mattingly thought it fair to average the ore at 
$50 per tou ?——Mr. MATTINGLY thought the average was sufficiently good, 
but he certainly did not think it was unfairly high, He thought it was quite 
low cnough, and there would be no difficulty in getting 20 or 30 tons per day 
from the mine. 

The CHAIRMAN thought that every shareholder must be perfectly satisfied 
with the report which had been submitted by the gentlemen present. The ob- 
ject of this meeting, as he had already said, was to elicit everything, and that 
having been done, aud he ventured to think most completely, he would suggest 
that the sharcholdera should strengthen the hands of the board by adopting a 
resolution approving the purchase of the mine, and if it were so decided to re- 
commend them to adopt the necessary steps for ralsing additional capital. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. QUILLER, seconded by Mr. GREEN, it was re- 
solved that the shareholders present having heard the report of Captain Nan- 
carrow with regard to the Stanley Mine, recently purchased by the directors on 
behalf of the company. approve aud confirm the purchase, and recommend the 
directors to take immediate steps for raising additional capital to the extent of 
5001. ——The CHAIRMAN mentioned during the discussion that the directors 
were willing to take the whole of their past remuneration in shares, 

A special vote of thanks was passed to Capt. Nancarrow for the satisfactory 
report he had communicated. 

A vote of thanks was also passed to the directors. 

The usual courtesy to the Chairman terminated the proceedings.

CAPT. NANCARROW’S REPORT. 

To the directors of the Atlanta Silver Mining Company, Atlanta Mine, Mid- 
dle Boise, Idaho Territory :— 

Redruth, Jan. 5, 1871.—On the 1st of August I left Battle Mountain to examine 
the above mine. The situation of this mine and the general bearings of the 
country are accurately described in the pamphlet forwarded to me with my in- 
structions, The claim is 1600 feet in length, the lode altogether being about 
60 ft. wide, and there are 50 ft. on each side for easement and facility of work- 
ing, which constitute the 744 acres of ground included in the patent right. I 
find the main tunnel driven on the course of the lode in the side of the mountain 


151 ft. in an easterly direction, when it separates into two parts. The south 
part, or drift, from the fork is driven 243 ft.

REMARKS.—Our markets continue to occupy a healthy position 
without showing any great activity. So soon as confidence is re- 
stored, and the public mind is satisfied that commercial transac- 
tions are not likely to be interrupted by a recurrence of war, resus- 
citation in various descriptions may be expected. Exports to many 
of our foreign markets have for months past fallen off very consi- 
derably, and although the reports from some of these markets are 
not what we could desire, still consumption must be going on, and 
as supplies have, probably, not kept pace therewith, a healthy de- 
mand will spring up as stocks approach exhaustion. The home 
trade, for the most part, continues fairly active. There is a demand 
for certain metals for the use of the large forces now engaged in the 
field; and it is, doubtless, because of the vitality of the home trade, 
and the prospects of the shipping trade which may ere long be real- 
ized, should the expectation of peace be confirmed, that prices are 
maintained with that firmness which sellers, as a rule, exhibit. 

Copper.—The reduced supplies from Chili, which still uphold the 
market, if continued, will tend to confirm sellers in their determina- 
tion not to submit to any concession. In due time this must impart 
confidence to buyers, and it is expected by some well informed on the 
subject that with the restoration of peace, and the continuance of 
financial facilities, the market is likely to advance. The demand for 
manufactured for the foreign markets still continues very dull, and 
Birmingham is not buying tough so freely at the moment as of late. 
Chili bars are quoted 642, to 652., according to brand. Lota ingots 
have fetched 697, ; Australian varieties, 73/.: ores, 123. 

YELLOW Metau.—Orders continue very limited, both for sheets 
and sheathing, and such as are in force are at limits which sellers are 
unwilling to accede to. 

Iron.—There is not very much doing in any kind of iron, So far 
as exports are concerned, the trade is dull, Unfavourable weather, 
Christmas holidays, and other interruptions may in some measure 
account for the existing quietness. Railway bars are steady, owing 
to the rather increased enquiry ; makers now refuse to sell below 
61, 5s. in Wales. Merchant bars are quiet. Swedes bars are firm, 
and it is unlikely that there will be any decline before the summer 
arrivals take place, and it is impossible to say what course the mar- 
ket may take then. The demand for Scotch pig-iron continues li- 
mited, and the price has somewhat receded since our last quotation, 
being now 5ls, 5d. cash, sellers prompt, buyers eight days, The 
Quarterly Meeting of the North of England Iron Trade was held at 
Middlesborough on Tuesday last, and was well attended. Stocks of 
pig-iron in first hands, owing to diminution in demand, has increased 
considerably—to about 20,000 tons over the same period last year. 
The decrease, however, in warrants restores the balance very much 
to what it was last year, but the fact that makers hold so large a 
quantity in excess of last years’ stocks is not a matter of encourage- 
ment. Still the total production for the year 1870 has increased to 
the extent of nearly 250,000 tons, which proves the activity that pre- 
vails in these districts, notwithstanding the adverse circumstances 
which during last year and until now, have operated against the de- 
velopment of trade. The price of No. 1, Middlesborough pig, is 50s. ; 
No, 3, 46s, 6d.; No, 4, 45s, 6d. To turn from the Quarterly Meeting 
in the North of England to that which was held in Birmingham, on 
Thursday last, an equally good attendance was reported, showing the 
interest with which at the opening of the new year the ironmasters 
in both districts regarded the proceedings. There was no alteration 
made in prices, Marked bars are quoted 8/., and the feeling of the 
meeting being that the political aspect of affairs presented little or 
no change, and that on that account it was desirable to maintain so far 
as possible the position of the market unchanged also. The stocks 
of pig-iron are generally low, and a fair business was concluded in 
this description at 70s, to 75s. for hot-blast ; bars, 7/. 5s. to 8/. 

LEAD presents no appearance favourable to an increase in de- 
mand, the advices from abroad being of such a character as to dis- 
courage merchants from making shipments toanyextent, It is not 
improbable that sellers would be more ready to meet buyers upon 
their own terms, provided the difference between them were not ma- 
terial, rather than refuse to negociate business, Stocks are said to 
be on the increase, 

SPELTER.—The navigation being closed prevents further arrivals 
of Silesian and other foreign descriptions, consequently the demand 
must be met from the stocks already in London and the produce of 

English manufacture, and as the principal holders of foreign are un- 
able to accept current rates, owing to instructions from the other 
side, it is not unlikely that in a short time we may see enhanced 
values realised. 

QUICKSILVER.—There is no alteration to report, 

Tin.—There has been some decided animation manifested in this 
market, both as regards English and foreign descriptions, which have 
further risen, and occupy a strong position. Statistics seem to war- 
rant the maintenance of present prices, if not an ultimate advance. 
Sellers of both kinds are very firm in their quotations. Stocks 
are diminishing, and future as well as present prospects look favour- 
able. Straitson the spot has been sold at 135/,in several instances. 
A small quantity of Malacca has realised 133/,,and Banca to arrive

tions of a disposition on the part of importers to take advantage of

THE LEAD TRADE.—Some large purchases of pig lead have been 
made by some of the principal houses within the last few days, and 
the smelters have also secured all the ore they could obtain. There 
are good reasons to anticipate that this metal will bear a more remu- 
nerative price during 1871 than for the last year, The severe frost 


and heavy falls of snow of the last three weeks have stopped all the 
water-wheels for both pumping and crushing in most of the English 
and Welsh mining districts, and the remarkably wet season through- 
out Spain will cause the flooding of a great number of small mines 
which have produced considerable quantities of ore for the last four 
or five years, during which no heavy rains have fallen. The imports 
of lead during the past year have been somewhat larger than in 1868 
and 1869, but the exports show an increase of 10,000 tons over the 
imports, large as they have been. The extended consumption of ma- 
nufactured lead, especially in the forms of white and red-lead, and

There was an appearance of perfect | 
docility about it, which relieved us from all suspicion of accidents underground, 
On examining the working gear this little locomotive appeared to be as staunchly 
built and well finished as any passenger engine, but was entirely without orna- 
ment. ‘The wheels were necessarily small, but heavy, with a broad, flat tread, 
and very light flange. The two cyliuders, 9 Inches in diameter (inside) by 12 
inches stroke, lie under the front end of the boiler, The piston rods play be- 
tween groups of four square slide rods, and a simply adjusted link motion works 
just forward of the fire-box. Theconnectious are of course inside, on the cranked 
axle of one of the two pairs of drivers (of 30 inches), which are the only wheels, 
The fire box and low platform overhangs behind. As coal isalways at hand, no 
Coal space is needed, and the water-tank is folded over the top aud sides of the 
boiler, acting as a jacket, and feeling quite hot tothe hand. This tank holds 
190 gallons, and the whole engine, with fuel and water, weighs nearly 15,000 
pounds. The makers guarantee that it shall haul, under all circumstances, 
with wet and dirty rails, on a level, 340 gross tons; on a 60-ft. gradient, 80 gross 
tons; and on a 100-ft. gradient, 50 gross tons. Under favorable circumstances 
it will of course do more, The fire box platform is covered with a light wagon- 
top roof to guard the engineer’s head. The extreme height is 5ft.4 in.; ex- 
treme width, 5 ft. lin. Several engines, somewhat similar to these, have been 
constructed In Pittsburg, and used in the mines of that neighborhood, giving 
satisfaction, These are somewhat simplified; but not to such an extent as to 
interfere with their being taken readily to pleces, examined, or repaired, It is 
needless to say that they are made with conscientious care, aud mase strong, to

THE TRUCK COMMISSION, 

The current enquiry by the Truck Act Commissioners supplies ir- 
refutable testimony to the truthfulness of our assertion last week, 
that whilst an ill-conducted shop, kept by an avariciousemployer, is 
a source of the greatest dissatisfaction to the workpeople, still 2 well- 
conducted shop, where goods of a fair average quality and price are 
to be obtained, is frequently nosmall boon. Mr. WittrAm ITnyvry 
PARGETER, managing clerk to the Darlaston Green Steel and Iron 
Company, when he was asked by the Commissioners in Birmingham 
if he approved or disapproved of the practice of keeping a company’s 
shop, replied that when properly conducted such shops were a blessing 
to the workpeople. He believed that the shop of his company was 
so, They were a blessing, because the workpeople got bett3r goods, 
and cheaper, than they would at other places, and as many of these 
people were improvident, it was a boon to their wives and families 
to geta draw. The people sometimes got two or three draws a fort- 
night. The company did their best not to abuse the confidence that 
was placed in them, for they strove to give the workpeople better 
goods than they could get elsewhere. Similar testimony was borne 
by witnesses, who spoke of the shops kept by the neighbouring great 
firm of the Patent Shaft and Axle-Tree Company, who employ about 
4200 men, as also to the stores in connection with the ironworks 
and collieries of Messrs. Groucurt, at Bilston. In no respect was 
the value of the institution, properly conducted, more marked than 
in that very important article of food, fresh meat. It was only a

sample testimony which Mr, THOMAS FeLtLows, a merchant residing 
at Potter's Bridge, near Messrs. GRouCUTT'S shop, gave when he said 
— “Tam not connected in any way with the Messrs. Groucurr, but 
I have dealt at the shop something like 10 or 11 years.” What do 
you buy?” said the Commissioner. “ Meatandcheese.” ‘Is the meat 
as good as you can getat any other shop?” “ The best in the town.” 
Such shops, unlike those of the smaller class, kept by such people 
as the nailers, by whom they were started in great measure to enable 
their owners the better to compete with other nail-makers, usually 
have had their origin in the desire of the employers to enable their 
workpeople to get good and suflicient food at moderate prices. Mr. 
BUDD, one of the proprietors of the Ystalyfera Colliery, Iron Works, 
and Tin-Plate Works, near Swansea, where 3000 men are employed, 
established a butchers’ shop some three or four years ago, when the 
principal butcher in the place died, and there was a difficulty in obtain- 
ing meat. At this shop the wives and daughters of improvident | 
men who, if they received the wages in their hands, would be sure | 
to drink themselves incapable, got food for themselves and their | 
children, and likewise for the husband. Assuming that the prices | 
charged to the workpeople are no higher than the prices charged at | 
the shops of the tradesmen generally, the people are, undoultedly, | 
largely benefited by dealing at the employer's stores. He and his 
chief employees would desire to obtain meat of the best quality ; for 
they too would obtain their supplies from the same source. Anc 
this quality could be obtained at prices much in favour of the stores, 
as compared with the shops of the general butchers, because first | 
of the extensive purchases, and next on account of the un yues- 
tioned solvency of the purchasers. Mr. EDWIN CRAWSIIAY, one of 
the proprietors of the Lightmoor Works, in the Forest of Dean, who 
employs 620 men, explained to the Commissioners in Gloucester that 
he had established a butel.er’s shop in the Forest; and that he had 
done so to put a spot toa monopoly. The men at the furnaces re- 
quired a certain quantity of meat, but they could not get it except 
at exhorbitant prices. Hence the shop; inthe establishment of which 
he got no profit. We do not believe that such employers as those in 
South Staffordshire and South Wales, whom we have just mentioned, 
compel their workpeople to deal at the shops to such a degree as to 
make it a necessity that if they want money or provisions, l

at the shop, they must take the shop goods and barter them else- 
where. Testimony of an opposite character was, no doubt, given 
during the sitting of the Commission in South Wales. It related to 
that great boon enjoyed by the Ystalyfera people in the shop which 
Mr. BupD started, and still keeps open for their benefit. 

The statement of a policeman was that drink and grocery were ob- 
tained on the notes for the meat. Mr, JouN NEWTON, the manager 
of the works, has made every enquiry into this circumstance, and he 
has been unable to trace out even n single case of the kind, During 
the sitting of the Commission in Gloucester Mr, NEWTON gave evi- 





dence, and desired explicitly to contradict the policeman’s statement,

where a shop had been carried on for some time, but was subse- 
quently for two years closed, and re-opened at the urgent solicitation 
of these poor women. During the Gloucester enquiry Mr. JouN 
HAVARD, of Rhymney, a retired relieving officer of Bedwellty, was 
one of the witnesses. His testimony was that Tredegar, Sirhowy, 
Pengan, New Pitts, Blackwood, and Rhymney Works were in his 
district. About 1100 persons received relief weekly when in Novem- 
ber, 1869, he ceased to be a relieving officer. In the Rhymney dis- 
trict, and the Ebbw Vale and Sirhowy districts, there were compa- 
nies’ shops. There were no companies’ shops in Tedegar, and that 
was the most populous district. There the men got their draw on 
the Saturday, spent the money on that day and Sunday, and by 
Tuesday had not generally a penny to bless themselves with. 
result pauperism was more prevalent in Tredegar than in any other 
part of the district to which his former duties applied. Mr, ALFRED 
GOOoLD, of the Bilston Crump Meadow Colliery, in the Forest of 
Dean, who has 658 men in his colliery, and also has some iron- 
works, but who does not keep a shop, testified before the Commis- 
sioners in Gloucester that “a company’s shop, properly conducted, 
was the grondest thing that could be instituted for the men,” Mr, 
GOULD pointed to that which must have been apparent to everyone 
who has experience of collieries and ironworks, That the shops 
where the grandest blessings of which he spoke was, no doubt, due 
to the conviction he held that they saved many poor women and 
children from beggeary and starvation ; but he showed that their ex- 
istence benefited those who did not so much need them, After the 
monthly and fortnightly pays there was a great difficulty, he said, 
in getting the men to work again. The worst of the men went 
drinking three or four days after pay-day, “and these deprived the 
industrious and stendy men from working, as their work was hin- 
dered by the idleness of others,” 

Thus, it is clear that the system is not all bad, and that the day 
has not yet come for abandoning italtogether, Our recommendation 
was that it should be conducted under supervision, similar to that 
now existing in respect of the securing of correct weights and mea- 


sures. We ask that shops may be licensed as places to which em- 


| ployers can send notes, for which they shall be responsible to the | 


shopkeepers ; whilst the workpeople are protected from all wrong by 
the inspectorship, which shall be a kind of arbitration authority. 


When we made the recommendation we were unaware that a system |

INDUSTRIAL AND TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 


For some years past the feeling has gradually been extending itself | 


that those connected with many of our more important national in- 
dustrics are lesa able than formerly to enter into suecessful competi- 
tion with foreigners; and the cause of this change has, in most cases, 
been attributed to increased facilities forthe spread of scientific know- 
ledge through industrial establishments having been provided on the 
Continent, whilst in this country matters have been permitted to re- 
main stationary, How far these views are justifiable it is not at 
present intended to discuss, for if it be admitted that the greater a 
man’s knowledge of matters connected with his business the greater 
will be his chances of conducting it with profit to himself and advan- 
tage to the community, it must also be admitted that it would be be- 
neficial to all classes of industrials to diffuse nn increased amount of 
knowledge amongst them, The object of the NATIONAL UNIVERSITY 
FOR INDUSTRIAL AND TECHNICAL TRAINING is precisely to facilitate 
the diffusion of that special kaowledge which industrials can utilise, 


or, in the words of the prospeetus, to provide for the great want of | 


the age by training Professors and Teachers of Industrial Technology 
to supply the uew colleges and schools which must shortly be called 
into existence, and to promote the scientific aud artistic education 
of the people of Great Britain and her colonies. Thetmodein which 
it is proposed to carry out tuis project cannot fail to be generally 
interesting, 

It is essential to the proper comprehension of the matter at once 
to dissociate the idea of existing universities with that which it is 
now sought to establish—the proposed National University will stand 
alone, distinet from, and having no relation with the older univer- 
sities, It will not admit “classical studies,” nor adopt the statutes 
of ancient institutions ; it will aim at training natural philosophers, 
artists, chemists, engineers, and mechanics, who shall earry the light 
of their genius into every home and workshop in the United King- 
dom, and will bestow its honours and rewards upon those who shall 
obtain distinction in the arts and sciences which have created, and 
must ever sustain, our civilisation, Its sphere will be the pre ent, 
the practical, the useful, and its object the successful cultivation of 
every art, science, prefession, trade, and occupation by which man- 
kind subsists, and is rendered happy. A more comprehensive claim 
than this need net be desired ; and as itis intended to apply for a 
royal charter so soon as possible, and to grant degrees and diplomas 
in the several branches of study which will be pursued in the univer- 
sity, it is but reasonable to hope that it will soon acquire a prominent 
position among the edacational establishments of the country. By 
not competing with existing institutions, the executive of the Na- 
tional University have acted with much wisdom, for they thus avoid 
any opposition that jealously might give rise to, and at the same 
time will afford to whatever professors may be appointed a larger 
field for exertions, and a better opportunity to acquire a high repu- 
tation in the particular subjects to the teaching of which they may 
devote themselves, 

With regard to the professional chairs, they will in the first in- 
stance be 13 in number, and it is intended that the course of instruc- 
tion given in the university shall embrace the whole subject of the 
science and arts in their relation to the trade, commerce, and indus- 
tries of Great Britain. The principal chairs will be those respee- 
tively of—a. The Fine Arts applied to Industrial Productions ; d. 
Chemistry : Inorganie, Organic, and applied to Arts and Trades ; 
ce. Geology and Mineralogy in relation to Mines, Quarries, and Soils ; 
d, Mathematics, and Physical and Mechanical Technology ; e. Nau- 
tical Astronomy, Navigation, and Meteorology; /. Political Economy, 
Trade, and Commerce ; g. Architecture and Shipbuilding ; 2. Steam, 
Telegraphy, and Magnetism ; i, Modern Languages and Literature ; 
k, Natural History and Botany in their relation to Trade and Com- 
merce ; 2. History : the Progress of the Arts, Sciences, Trade, Com- 
meree, and Navigation; m, Agriculture; and x, Health, Ethics, Musie, 
aud Gymnastics, It is proposed, moreover, tLat the university shall 


} be furnished with a museum, laboratory, and everything necessary 


for a high-class technica! institution, and it is considered by the pro- | 


moters that, although the cost of developing the establishment will 
be greal, it will be ‘‘nothing in comparison to the vast interests 
which are at stake ; nothing less, indeed, than our position as the 
leading industrial nation of the world.” The cost of the building, 
laboratory, library, and workshops must first be provided for, and it 







is believed that suflicient funds for this purpose may be obtained 
from the donations and subscriptions ef those interested in the de- 
velopment of the industries of the couutry, grants from municipali- 
ties und chambers of agriculture and commerce, grants from the State 
towards the edili under the School Building Act, and also by the 
Science and Art department, aad beyond these from those public and 
obsolete charities which the Legislature must shortly be called upon | 
to deal with. 

As the project has already received a large amount of support from 
the mayors of the principal manufacturing towns, as well as from 
mony presidents of chambers of commerce and others interested in 
the exten-ion of our manufacturing industries, the success of the 
University may fairly be anticipated, All that is now required being

the earnest co-operation of industrials themselves, and as itis chiefly 
in their interest that the present efforts are being made, it is obviously 
their duty to give the institution their most energetic support, Those 
who are in the position to render direct assistance, by the contribu- 
tion of funds, need have no hesitation in deciding how to act; but 
‘those less favourably placed may contribute quite as much to the 
| success of the enterprise by expressing their adhesion to the prin- 
| ciples of the University, and their willingness to associate themselves 
| with the local technical schools and colleges in connection with it, 
| and for the formation of which active steps have already been taken, 
The National University for Industrial and Technical Training is in- 
tended to confer direct benefits upon a very large and useful class ; 
but without the co-operation of that class the exertions of the pro-

OIL AS A SUBSTITUTE FOR GAS, 


The new mode of burning mineral and vegetable oils for illumi- 
nating purposes, to which reference has several times been made 
within the past few weeks in the Wining Journal, has, probably, at- 
tracted more attention from the public than any illuminating pro- 
cess that has been introduced for many years past; and there can 
be no doubt that if the results obtained in experimental comparative 
trials can be relied upon in ordinary domestic and general use, the 
new lamps will be alike valuable to the public and profitable to the 
inventor. The exact nature of the invention, which, as has already 
been stated, is due to Mr, A. M. SILBER, of Wood-street, will be at 
once understood by referring it to the ordinary Argand table-lamp, 
which was largely used from 30 to 40 years ago, and is still occasionally 
met with in the country mansion, It will be remembered that the 
liquid to be burned was brought to and retained at about the same 
level in the wick-tube by storing the oil in an annular vessel, con- 
centric with, and 4 or 5 inches from, the wick-tube, to which it was 
connected with n small pipe. The annular oil-vessel formed the gal- 
| lery for the support of the glass shade, so that what would otherwise 
have been an unsightly addition to the lamp was made to contribute 
to its ornamentation, The lamps which Mr, SILBER’s have con- 
structed, and which form the subject of his patents, have changed 
this lamp from a very imperfect to one closely approaching perfection, 

The importance of attention to detail in the use of oil for illumi- 
nating purposes is evidenced by figures which Mr, SILBER him:elf 
supplies. Agivenlamp, with an original Argand burner, consuming 
| colza oil, and having a 14-inch wick, gave with an imperfect chim- 
ney a light equal to 3°98 sperm candles, and consumed 532 grains of 
oil in the hour; whilst by merely substituting a differently constructed 
| chimney the same lamp gave a light equal to 15°01 sperm candles, 
and consumed 1775 grains of oil. It will be seen that in this case 
| the cost per candle-power did not widely differ in the two experi- 
| ments, for whilst the illuminating power was nearly 3°8 times greater 
| with the improved chimney, the consumption of oil was also rather 

more than 3°3 times greater, 
| In dealing with the original Argand burner, Mr, SILBER’s altera- 
tion consists chiefly in lowering the oil-level in the wick-tube. By 
this apparently simple alteration he was enabled to increase the light 
from 15°67 candle-power to to 23°24 candle-power, and at the same 
|time diminish the consumption of oil from 864 grs, per hour to 
| 


795 grs. per hour. But itis in dealing with the larger burners that 
Mr. SILBER’S invention appears to possess the greatest value, the 
|econcmy combined with increased effect being, with 1} in. and 13in, 
| burners, enormous, An original Argand burner, 1}-in. wick, gave 
| 17-01 candle-power, with a consumption of 818 grs. of oil per hour, 
| and the same burner gave 28°00 candle-power, with a consumption 
|of 1102 grs., per hour, Here we have 1°65 times the light, with 1:35 
| times the consumption of oil. With a larger burner, 1}-in, Argand, 
the result, however, was widely different, for whilst the original 
burner gave 33°85 candle-power, and consumed 2145 grs. of oil per 
hour, the altered burner gave 46°50 candle-power, or 1°37 times the 
light, although it consumed but 2008 grs,, or 5 per cent. lessoil. With 
a still larger burner the advantage of the alteration was still more 
apparent, for whilst the original Argand, 1}-inch wick, consumed 
3433 grains of oil per hour to give 38°32-candle power, the altered 
burner gave 50-candle power, yet consumed but 1965 grains of oil 
per hour, or, in other words, gave 1°3 times the light, and consumed 
! Jess than six-tenths of the quantity of oil. Applied to flat-wick pe- 
troleum burners the value of Mr, SILBER’S arrangement is less ap- 
parent; for, although he can get 50 per cent. more light from a 
given lamp, the increased consumption of oil is almost in propor- 
tion to the increased yield of light. 

Having given some idea of what improvement has been effected at 
the burner by the adoption of the arrangements invented by Mr, 
SILBER, attention may be directed to his mode of keeping the burn- 
ers continually supplied with oil, and thus avoiding the necessity 
of the frequent trimming, so annoying in connection with the use of 
oil aecording to the usual methods, The object naturally sought is 
to keep the oil-chamber of the lamp continually filled, and thus to 
reduce, as far as practicable, the increased consumption of the wick, 
in consequence of the oil for the supply of the flame having to be 
drawn from an increased distance. To effect this, Mr. SILBER em- 
ploys but one oil-chamber for an entire series of lamps, all of which 
must be upon about the same level; and, to keep the oil in this 
chamber, or cistern, constantly at one level, he employs a minature 
ball-cock to regulate the inflow of oil from a main reservoir at a 
higher level. The precise form of ball, or float, which he at present 
employs is an oblate sphere of porcelain, These, however, are mere 
matters of detail, which need not at present be taken into considera- 
tion, The main reservoir it is proposed to place at the top, and if 
convenient on the outside of the house, This reservoir is in direct 
communication, through a main-pipe, with stop-cocks near the top 
and bottom, with a reserve tank sunk in the ground, so that in case 
of fire the upper tank can be at once emptied, and all risk of acci- 
dent avoided. The mode in which the supply for each of the several 
series of lamps is taken from this main service-pipe is very simple. 

In its ordinary working condition the main-pipe will, of course, 
be kept filled by closing the lower stop-cock and opening the upper 
one, the supply for each floor being taken from it, and conducted to 
the oil chambers connected with the lamps, It is within this oil 
chamber that the ball-cock arrangement, already referred to, is fixed. 
As each oil chamber is furnished with an overflow-pipe leading to the 
reserve tank there can be no risk of damage to furniture, &c., from 
an accidental disturbance in the oil supply. Indeed, in the burning 
of oil upon this system all the advantages of oil are retained, although 
there is all the appearance of and even greater brilliancy than gas, 
The effort was some time since made to construct a gas-burner for 
the purpose of heating baths in private houses that should be capable 
of turning off the gas if the flame were extinguished, but the feat 
was not satisfactorily accomplished. With the oil system there 
would be no necessity for any such contrivance. Any burner of a 
series, or the whole series, can be blown out, and the consumption of 
oil at that burner instantly ceases, and no danger whatever is to be 
apprehended from escape or waste, although there is no stop-cock 
whatever between the oil chamber and the wick case. Similarly any 
burner, or series, can be lighted by the mere application of a match, 
} so that the amount of trouble attending the use of the oil burners 
is but trifling. 

The simplicity of the oil-chambers and of the burners being ad- 
mitted, all that remains to be mentioned is the mode of conveyance 
which is adopted from the service-main to the oil chambers, and 
from there to the burners, For this purpose Mr, SILBER uses piping 
| adapted to the number of lights that are to be supplied, and makes 
| his connections in the manner usual with gasfitters ; but from the 
| peculiar properties of petroleum it is necessary that pure tin piping 

should be substituted for the composition piping at present generally 
used for the conveyance of gas, These tin pipes are found to an- 
swer admirably in practice, and when once properly fitted are not in 
any degree liable to cause inconvenience from leakage or other- 
| wise. A thorough examination of the lamps and apparatus which 
the inventor has fitted up at his place of business in Wood-street 
| can leave no doubt that he has succeeded in burning oil for illumi- 
nating purposes in a highly satisfactory manner, and the system is 
certainly well worthy of adoption wherever the facility for obtaining 
a supply of gas from public works is wanting. In country man- 
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sions, at country railway stations, and in many country villages, Mr. 
SILBER’s invention will prove an inestimable boon, 





A Mryister or Mrnes.—At the Miners’ Conference (of which rN 
report appears in the Supplement to this week’s Journal) the Chair- 
man suggested that before separating they should express an opinion 
upon the question of appointing a Minister of Mines, . He said that 
the duties of the Home Secretary were too multifarious to enable 
him to watch over the interests of miners. The mode of conducting 
inquiries into the causes of colliery accidents had long been a sub- 
ject of complaint; and it was universally admitted that a changé 
was required.—Resolutions were passed for memorialising Govern- 
ment on the subject, and expressing dissatisfaction at the pres..1 
system of constituting juries for colliery accidents. 





Exports OF RAILWAY IRoN.—The exports of railway iron in 
November, 1870, amounted to 52,958 tons, as compared with 51,285 
tons in November, 1869, and 34,6i1 tons in November, 1868. The 
gradual increase still observable in the exports would probably not 
have been witnessed but for the exceptionally large American de- 
mand. In the eleven months ending Nov, 30 last year the exports 
attained an aggregate of 984,949 tons, as compared with 844,904 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1869, and 544,579 tons in the corre- 
sponding period of 1868, The exports to Russia figured in these to- 
tals for 206,475 tons, against 251,104 tons and 101,286 tons ; those 
to the United States for 371,188 tons, against 277,765 tons and 248,246 
tons; and those to British India for 146,413 tons, against 87,016 tons 
and 62,323 tons. The exports increased last year to Prussia, Hol- 
Jand, the Danubian Principalities, the United States, Cuba, Brazil, 
Chili, British America, and British India; but they decreased to 
Russia, Sweden, France, Spain, Egypt, Peru, and Australia. The 
value of the railway iron exported in November was 465,7312, as 
compared with 429,5292, in November, 1869, and 289,1892. in Novem- 
ber, 1868; and in theeleven monthsending Nov, 30 lastyear, 8,140,8102., 
as compared with 6,852,798. in the corresponding period of 1869, and 
4,356,842/, in the corresponding period of 1868, 





MINERAL TRADE.—The railway companies may well contend for 
the carriage of minerals; the competition is for more than 8,000,000/, 
sterling per annum, In the year 1869 the Great Eastern Railway 
Company received a gross sum of 169,0697. for the carriage of mine- 
rals; the Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire, 210,5377.; the Glas- 
gow and South-Western, 229,787/.; the North British, 366,0752.; the 
Laneashire and Yorkshire, 408,5562.; the Great Northern, 437,6692, ; 
the Caledonian, 542,745/,; the Midland, 860,102/,; the Great Western, 
1,013,2602.; the London and North-Western, 1,147,829/.; and the 
North-Eastern no less than 1,502,557/. 








THE IRON TRADE, AND ITS PROSPECTS.—Messrs. Wm. Bird and 
Co. state that the year 1870 was, on the whole, a prosperous one for 
the British iron trade. General descriptions of merchant iron were 
at no time in great request, but the large contracts for railway and 
public works requirements, which came upon the market either as 
orders or enquiries, prevented any fall in prices, and even forced a 
rise in many articles where prompt delivery was essential. To meet 
the large demand for rails, new and old mills and forges were rapidly put upon 
the full production scale, yet all found plenty of work, aud prices of this article 
continued to advance until affected by the political disturbances, Without 
underrating the important demand for bridge-work and steamship building, 
engines, rolling stock, wheels and axles, tyres, telegraph wire, & , &., i& may 
yet be said that throughout the past year * rails and accessories’? have mainly 
engrossed attention. Large quantities of finished iron, turned out in the shape 
of rails, necessarily involve large production and deliveries of raw material 
(ore, pig-iron, coal, coke, stone, &e.), increased railway traffic and freight for 
shipping, and these again called for renewals of existing permanent way. rolling 
stock, steam-vessels, &c., and the creation of new and expeditious modes of com- 
munication between producer and consumer. The very large dimensions to 
which this endless chain has already expanded the iron trades will be seen tn 
the returns and tables attached, and also that our great customers abroad are 
Russla, India, the United States, and British America, On Russia we must not, 
perhaps, reckon to the same extent for the future, and even in the past have 
met there with fierce competition from foreign indu-tries, but India promises 
to ve a very large consumer of railway requirements, and the United States in 
increasing the home production of fron and steel, nuder a Protectionist Tariff, 
has also drawn attention to it from an ever-widening circle able to appreciate 
at how great acostitis done. A change of America commercial policy in the 
direction of free trade would very materially alter the whole course of the 
world’s trade, and it is a change that, as regards iron and steel, we are led to 
expect much nearer than was until lately supposed. We may also anticipare 
amongst the complications arising out of the Mranco-German war a comp!ete 
revolution in our trade relations with the Continent. ‘The competitive power 
of foreign industrial establishments must be greatly weakened. In a great 
measure artificially created and sustained by high tariffs, acquils & caution, 
and similar expedicnts, the young Industries of both combatants cannot fali to 
suffer from the loss of cheap and skilled labour, and increased taxes will not 
tend to remedy this, The accounts from France speak of total disorganisation, 
and the employment of capital and labor on the manufacture and use of weapons 
of destruction. From Germany pour forth complaints of the want of coal and 
workmen, and the interruption of traffic, and other losses and inconveniences 
of trade, whilst neutral Belgian manufacturers apply for State aid, anticipatory 
of future wants in the shape of rails, engines, &c. The new Zollverein Tariff 
came int» operation on October 1 last, aud will, to some extent, moderate the 
inconveniences to German consumers arising out of their dlsorganised home 
industry. Mcantime the course of the war and daily events determine business 
operations generally, and these are consequeutly limited thereby, all interests 
auxiously watcl for the dawn of what is hoped may bea pezce of long duration. 








COLLIERY EXPLOSION NEAR SHEFFIELD.—About midnight on 
Tuesday a lamentably destructive explosion occurred at Messrs. J. 
and G, Wells’s Renshaw Park Colliery, Renshaw Park, about eight 
miles south of Sheffield, and the Messrs, Wells’s colliery is within 
half a mile of the Eckington station of the Midland Railway. About 
400 hands are employed in the colliery in the day time, but in the night theave 
rage number is about 70. Messrs. Wells are the owners of two pits, one being 
about 500 yards from the other, The shafts are connected, The explosion oc 
curred in a working at the south end of No. 1 pit, where there were about 22 
men engaged in preparing for the next day’s work. In this working no les- 
than 20 dead bodics were found, the only survivors being two boys, uamed Good- 
win and Webster. They were found at the bottom of the shaft unconscious, by 
four men, named Clayton, Johuston, Taylor, and Gregory, They had escaped 
by being in a dip at the south end of the workings in which the explosion oc- 
curred. By the aid of proper restoratives the two boys so far recovered as to 
admit of their removal to their homes. The effect of the explosion was not en- 
tlrely confined to the pit in which it originated, but fire-damp rushing through 
the commnnications to No, 2 pit added six victims to the list, besides injuring 
numbers who were afterwards recovered insensible. Immediately on the alarm 
being given Dr. Jones and Dr. Hogg, accompanied by Mr. J. Wells, one of the 
proprietors, proceeded to the collieries, and at once descended No, 2 shaft, where 
the chuke-damp was least perceptible, and the chances of saving life were 
greatest. The workings were still surcharged with gas. Their efforts were 
happily successful, as they found a number of meu who had been rendered in 
sensible, and would have soon perished had not timely assistance been at hand. 
As soon as possible they had them sent to the surface, where restoratives were 
administered, and when the sufferers were sufficiently recovered they were 
moved to their homes in carts. Among these were Miles Hardwick, son of the 
steward, and a man named Joseph Evans, who descended shortly after the ex- 
plosion, both of whom were found insensible at the bottom of the pit by the 
steward and another son of the steward. The injured men having been 
properly cared for, attention was soon directed to the removal of the dead, 
One old man, named John Balsover, who lives at Staveley Lowgate, is still miss- 
ing, and is supposed to be in No. 1 pit. He took his lamp when the night shift 
went down, and his hat was found in the mine during the removal of the bodies. 
With few exceptions, the features of the dead were very slightly injured, and 
the work of identification was, consequently,easy. One amoug them, however, 
had been fearfully disfigured, and others were much scorched with the heat, 
but most of their faces wore the calm appearance of sleep. ‘Two of the men 
taken out dead were found on their hands and knees near the bottom of the 
shaft, and it is supposed that when only partially overcome with suff.cation 
they had endeavoured to make theirescape. One of them had alamp in his 
band and the otheracap. Atthe time of the explosion some of the men are 
supposed to have been in the act of getting supper, as several were found witb 
food by their side. 

During Thursday Mr, Evans, the Government Inspector, accompanied by Mr. 
Joveph Wells, one of the owners; Mr. C. Appleby, Renisham Colliery; Mr. E. 
Bambridee, the Dukeof Norfolk’s colliery, Sheffleld; Mr. G.Wells ; Mr Ardwick, 
underground manager ; Mr. Cowen, and Mr. Hardwick, descended the pit for the 
purpose of inspecting the place where the explosion occurred, which was about 
370 yards from the bottom. They found the doors biown out, in some instances 
only the hinges being left. Several of the tubs or corves were smashed, but 
there was no appearance of either gas or fire. The damage was not by any 
mInecans extensive, and the necessary repairs will not occupy more than two days, 
After coming ont of the pit Mr. Evans said he should require to have all the 
lamps in use at the time of the accident placed before him, so that he could ex 
amine them, The lamps used are the Clauny and the Davy. The colliery is 
one of the largest in the district, employing in the Silkstone and Pe-kgate seams 
about 650 men, the output of coal being 800 tonsa day. Of the Silkstone coal 
received about 100,000 tons are annually sent to London, ‘The locality has been 
remarkably free from explosions, there baving becn only six deaths in Mr. 
Evans’s district, which incindes Derbyshire, Nottinghamshire, Lelevstershire, 
and Warwickshire during the year 1869. ; 

ANOTHER COLLIERY ExPLoston.—A fatal explosion of fire-damp 
happened in the Independent pit,at Madeley and Leye tt Colliery, belonging to 
the Crewe Coal and lron Company, a few miles from Neweastie-under-Lyme, on 
Thursday. It caused the death of five men, named Johuson, Mason, Bowers, 
Longlore, and Whalley, and serious injury to 15 others. The explosiou occurred 








There were 209 men in 
he pit atthetime. The injuret men were much burnt, and more deatus are 
‘xpeeted. Four of the deceased men were married, and leave families, 


through a workman firing a shot contrary to orders. 


REPORT FROM SCOTLAND, 

Jan11.—The tendency of prices in our Pig-Tron Market singe the 
year commenced has been to an advance ; and during the past week, 
although we cannot say there has beeu large buying, prices have 
steadily stiffened. On Monday there was an advance of I}d. a ton, 
closing buyers at the advance, sellers requiring a fraction more. 
Yesterday transactions were much the same, 5ls. 6d. prompt, and 
51s, 9d. thirty days, while sellers still held for $d, a ton advance. 
To-day, in a very quiet market, business was done at 51s, 5d. to 
5ls. 6d. cash, closing buyers, 5ls. 5d. cash, and 51s. 8d. a month ; 
sellers 1d. per ton higher, No. 1, g.m.b., 52s.; No. 3, 51s, 3d. 
Makers’ iron, No. 1—Coltness and Gartsherrie, 60s.; Langloan, 56s.; 
Summerlee, 55:.; Eglinton, 52s. 6d. The shipments foreign were 
only 2355 tons for the week just closed, and 4100 tons coastwise 
6455 tons, against the greatly larger total of 9895 tons in the corre- 
-ponding week last year; but in examining the returns it is seen 
that shipments were made only from four ports foreign and five 
coastwise, out of nineteen ports of shipment, showing that the freez- 
ing of canals and the delinquencies of railways have to do with the 
deficiency. 

The quotations for Manufactured Iron have improved all round 
since last week, owing to some fears of a strike in the event of a 
reduction of wages being attempted, This fear is also bringing out 
a few additional orders which are required for early delivery, and 
some buyers are unwilling to pay strike prices. In the meantime, 
first commercial bars are quoted 8/.; second, 7/. 10s. to 7/, 15s.; an- 
gles, 72. 12s. 6d. to 87,10s,; ship-plates, 8/. 5s. to 8/7. 15s.; boiler ditto, 
92, to 97. 15s.; nail rods, 8/.; rails, 7/7. 10s. to 8/7. 53., all less 5 per 
ceot, Railway chairs, 3/, 17s. 6d. to 4/. 5s.; pipes, 47. 5s. to 57. 10s., 
according to size. The number of iron vessels now on the stocks, or 
to be laid down, is greater than at the same period of last year, so 
that an additional quantity of finished iron will be required for this 
purpose, although one or two makers of ship iron are engaged for 
forward delivery at low prices. A good deal ef iron will also be 
required for the tramways already projected or sanctioned ; and we 
hear that the ensuing session of Parliament will be distinguished for 
the numerous Bills which will be brought forward by tramway com- 
panies. The demand for iron for architectural purposes is also ex- 
tending; and in our own city here we are about to erect a church of 
iron on a brick foundation, from plans by the engineering firm of 
Martin and Co., Liverpool. The building will be 77} feet in length 
by 443 feet in width ; 26 feet in height from ground to clerestory, 
and 43 feet to ridge; and the height of the tower is to be 80 feet. 
When completed, the whole will form a unique and elegant structure, 

The Coal Trade keeps brisk, with still a scarcity of supply, which 
in this severe weather is being felt as a grent annoyance. The frost 
has interfered with canal transit, and impeded that by rail, which is 
the cause of the deficiency. Shipments have also been interfered with 
from the same cause, so that the returns for this week are only 19,306 
tons, against 30,316 tons in the same week of 1870. There is some 
motion amongst the colliers in one or two of the central mining dis- 
tricts as if they were about to make a demand for advanced wages, 
but the movement is only in embryo, an may come to nothing, es- 
pecially if there is a strike among the malleable workers, 

Some of the shipuilding yards on the Clyde are pretty bare of 
keels, but there is, it is understood, a good number of vessels already 
booked, and will be laid down as soon as suitable weather returns, 
We have just launched an iron twin-screw gunboat of the Scourge 
class, named the Bustard, for Her Majesty’s Government, being the 
first of the new class of gunboats adopted by the Admiralty for river 
and coast purposes that has been built on the Clyde. Her dimensions 
are—length, 85 feet; breadth, 20 feet; depth, 8 feet 9 inches; bur- 
then, 245 tons, British measurement; engines, 28 nominal horse- 
power. Thearmament consists of one 18-ton gun, mounted on a plat- 
form forward, which works within a “well” formed by iron-plate 
bulkheads, into which the gun is lowered wien being loaded, thereby 
protecting it and the gunners, and is raised to deliver its fire, 








REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND. 


Jan, 12.—The Quarterly Meeting of the North of England Iron, 
Coal, and Allied Trades was held at the Royal Exchange, Middles- 
borough, on Tuesday. There was a large attendance of ironmasters, 
merchants, and others; very little actual business was doue, howevre, 
nor was the opportunity afforded for the exhibition of models and 
other things of interest to the trade largely embraced. The local 
agent for the Patent Nut ard Bolt Company of Birmingham, Mr. 
Charles Willman, exhibited a large case of bolts, round, notehed, and 
twisted, and spikes for railway use, shipbuilders’ bolts, and a multi- 
farious collection of bolts and nuts for other purposes, The Cleve- 
land Bolt and Nut Company of Middlesborough also exhibited a 
quantity of bolts, nuts, spikes, &c., of theirown manufacture. Models 
of Whitwell’s patent Fire- Brick Stove, the principle of which we have 
before noticed, were again to be seen. Biake’s patent Stone-Crushing 
Machine, and a working model of a patent Blooming- Machine, by 
Dorrell and Rudge, were shown by Mr. Ryland, of Birmingham, 
Beyond these few things there was nothing else exhibited. The pig- 
iron prices of last week were unaltered yesterday, and were firmiy 
adhered to by makers in replying to enquiries. No. 1 was quoted at 
50s.; No. 3, 47s.; and No. 4, 46s., net cash on trucks at makers’ works, 
or f.o.b. on the Tees, Offers were made to buy at prices under these, 
but invariably they were declined. 

The return of the Cleveland Ironmasters’ Association for December 
shows the make of pig-iron last mouth to have been 149,502 tons, or 
an increase upon November of 5099 tons [there is a day differenee in 
the months, which perhaps accounts for this], and an increase upon 
December, 1869, of 18,016 tons. When the unfavourable weather for 
shipping, &c., which existed during a great portion of last month, and 
the indisposition of consumers generally to receive more iron at the 
close of the year than was absolutely necessary for their requirements, | 
is considered, the increase shown in makers’ stocks (23,796 tons) will 
hardly be considered very large. Makers’ stocks are given,on Dee, 31, 
as 104,606 tons ; on Nov. 30 they were 80,810 tons. The stock of pig-

The number of furnaces now in blast in the Cleveland district is 112 ; 
there are also 14 entirely new furnaces being built, besides one re- 
building by the South Durham Iron Company, at Darlington, and 
one re-building by Messrs. Bell Brothers, at Port Clarence, Middles- 
borough. There are six furnaces out, but available, and two that | 
are not likely to be again blown in their present forms. The ship- 
ments of pig-iron to foreign ports in December was only 6712 tons, 
and that coastwise 14,032 tons. 

The Finished Iron departments are not over busy. For plates and 
angles the demand is fair for the commencement 0* the year, and a 
few shipbuilders’ specifications are to be heard of, For rails, how- 
ever, the demand is slow, and but few enquiries in the market, 
Prices for the latter class of manufactured show no signs of early 
improvement. The market continues depressed, and the quotatious 
given are frequently cut rather fine. Two or three of the home rail- 
way companies are inviting tenders, but the mills of the North are 
capable of turning out a considerably heavier quantity of rails than | 
they are dcing at present, or are likely to do for some time, unless | 
an early accession of orders is made, and the fears of those connected 
with the trade are happily dissipated by a revival settingin. Engincer- 
ing houses are pretty busy. 

The second annual meeting of the Board of Arbitration and Con- 
ciliatiou for the North of England was held at South Stockton on 
Monday. The report presented by the Standing Committee of the 





board stated that during the year Messrs. Oswald and Co., Sunder- 
land ; Messrs, J, Abbot and Co, (Limited), Gateshead ; and Messrs, 
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Abbot and Hyde, of Gateshead, had been admitted into union with 
the board ; that there are now 25 works connected with the board, 
representing 1411 puddling-furnaces, and nearly 13,000 subscribing 
members, The report was adopted. Mr. David Dile was re-elected 
President for the current year; Mr. Thomas EH lwards was elected 
Vice-President. The Standing Comnittee was also elected for L871, 
and Messrs, Jones and K ine re-elected secretaries. 

The proposed new bridge across the Tees at Middlesborough is ex- 
citing a considerable amount of interest in this neighbourhood, At 
the Tees Conservancy Commissioners meeting at Stockton, on Mon- 
day, it was resolved to oppose the Billin Parliament; and ata public 
meeting at Middlesborough, on Monday, it was unanimously re- 
solved to do everything possible to assist the North-Eastern Railway 
Company with the project; and the Mid lesborough Town Council, 
at their meeting yesterday, resolved to render what help it can to 
earry the Bill. The erection of the bridge and the railway commu- 
nication proposed, if carried and completed, are looked upon as cer- 
tain to proveof valuable importance to Middlesborough and the Tees 
Side generally, notwithstanding the arguments used by the Stockton 
people in opposition to the scheme, 





TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 

Jan, 12,—Very little business has been done here during the past 
week, indeed the usual holidays, and weather of the most boisterous 
character combined, have almost extinguished all business for the 
time being. The frost continued up to [viday most intense, and the 
Tyne was frozen over a little above the bridges, the Wear being also 
closed entirely from a point very little west of Sunderland. On Fri- 
day and Saturday a thaw took place, and enormous bodies of water 
and ice passed down both rivers ; the injury done by the flood in the 
Tyne was, however, comparatively trifling, as the river gradually gets 
much greater in width towards the mouth ; but on the Weara num- 
ber of ships were forced from their moorings, aud several were much 
injured. Inthe North-last of Europe many steamers are frozen up, 
and as remarked above, business is almost entirely stopped. The 
local demand for coals has been very great, and the demand for them 
in London iias also increased much, and prices have risen consider- 
ably in cc nsequence. 

Although the Coal Trade—that is, for export—is so very dull, there 
is no lack of spirit in the trade, as stocks are being accumulated with 
the greatest contidence, it being expected that when the trade is again 
opened out fully the demand for steam, house, and coking coal will 
be extremely good, The Coking Tra:te is, of course, extremely good, 
and many parties are anxious to conclude contracts for forward de- 
livery; the continued increase in the production of ironin the dis- 
trict, itis quitecertain, will cause all the coke produced to be promptly 
taken, Coke makers, therefore, are increasing the number of ovens 
at work, aud when the weather permits new ovens will be erected at 
many of the works in Durham, The Stella Coal and Coke Company 
intend to erect from 40 to 50 new ovens as soon as possible, and at 
mauy other works ovens will also be erected, At the new coal and 
coke works near Hamsterley, on the Derwent, a number of ovens are 
in course of erection, it being intended to convert all the coal raised 
into coke, and, with the present prospect in this branch of the trade, 
successful results are almost certain to follow, It is also pretty cer- 
tain that other coking collieries wili shortly be opened out in this dis- 
trict—that is, on the Derwent, the Team, and also on the Browney, 
in South-West Durham, The Brockwell seam, which has long been 
famed as a coking seam, naturally attracts much attention at pre- 
sent, and trials will be made at all points where it is likely to be found 
in perfection. 

In the Iron Trade a better feeling appears to prevail, it being ex- 
pected that the questions at issue between the masters and workmen 
will be adjusted by the Arbitration Board, The make of pig-iron in 
the district continues to iuerease, and manufactured iron, also, will 
be greatly increased during the ensuing year, The number of blast- 
furnaces now working is given as 112, and the total number erected 
120, only 8 being out of blast. There are 16 new furnaces in course 
of construction, and several of these will soon be in blast. The make 
for December was nearly 150,000 tons, 

The Iron Shipbuilding Trade in the Tyne has been good during 
the past year, and the returns show that at Palmer’s Works 29,349 
tons have been built. At Mitchell aud Co.’s Works, Walker, 30,764 
tons; Wigham and Co., 8465 tons; Redheard and Co., 5444 tons; 
Sclesinger, Davis, and Co., 5484 tous; Smith and Co., 6290 tons, 
Shipbuilding in the Wear has fallen off during the past year 2300 
tons ; 103 vessels were lnaunehedin the Wear, 56 being of iron, 3 com. 
posite, and 44 of wood, The tonnage was 56 iron, 51,961 tons, 
tt wood, 15,595 tons ; 3 composite, 2525 tons, The average for ves- 
sels was, however, higher than thatof any previous year, being 680} 
tons, against 585 in 1569, and 351 in 1868. 

The Cleveland Institute of Engineers met at Middiesborough on 
Wednesday, and witnessed some interesting experiments relative to the mea- 
surement of the degrees of heat In blast-furnaces, by a new apparatus. The 
experiments were Considered very valuable by the members of the iron trade 
as-cmbled, as giving the relative amount of heat obtained from the combustion 
ofa given quantity of coal, The experiments seemed to point out as a fallacy 
the notion which has been so largely entertained with regard to blast-furnaces 
that the greatest consumption of fucl will produce the most heat, The quar- 
terly meeting of the iron and coal trades is to be held on Tuesday next, at 
Middlesborough, When a good attendance ts expected, 










REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 


Jan, 12.—There has been little or no change at the ironworks and 
collieries in Derbyshire since the commencement of the new year, 
trade, as a rule, being more steady than active. House coal is still 
in good request, and a considerable tonnage is being sent to London 
from several of the largest collieries. The great event of the new 
year has been the lowering of the rate for coal going over the Mid- 
land to the metropolis to the extent of 84, per ton, This was con- 
ceded on Thursday last by the directors, so as to place the colliery 
proprietors in the same position they were in previous to the reduc- 
tion of 8d. per ton made by the Great Northern for coal going from 
South Yorkshire. As the last-named company agreed that the rate 
between the two counties should be a differential one of not more 
than 8d. per ton in favour of Derbyshire, it would appear that there 
must be a still further reduction. Where these reductions by the 
rival companies are to end, or whatis to be the result, is by no means 
plain. One thing, at least, is evident—that the course pursued by 
both entail a serious loss to them, The Manchester, Sheffield, and 
Lincolnshire Company is acting in concert with the Great Northern, 
of which it is the feeder from the South Yorkshire coal field, and, 
from its position, cannot afford to lose much, In the interest of the 
shareholders of the companies, it is to be hoped that an amicable ar- 
rangement will be come to before there has been any serious loss, 

Nearly all the Heavy Trades in Sheffield are doing a good business, 
The armour-plate mills are being fully worked, and steel barrels are 
being largely produced, Gun-blocks, and everything relating to war 
material are in active demand, and the war on the Continent pro- 
mises to be very advantageous to our manufacturers. Ourown Go- 
vernment is also setting its house in order, and becoming a very good 
customer. Makers of rails, points, and almost every description of 
railway material are well off for orders, and for them the new year 
has commenced well. The drain of men of all classes in Germany 
to feed the war has had the effect of nearly stopping many of the 
iron and steel works there, and the result has been that the trade 
with America and the Continent which they formerly enjoyed is now 
finding its way to Sheffield. In several descriptions of cutlery goods 
Germany, owing to the low price paid for labour there, was able to 
beat us out of many markets. That is now changed, and as the con- 
clusion of the war is sure to find workmen scarce, and taxes increased, 
with fewer to pay them, English makers will be able to compete with 
those of Germany. Cutlers are now better off than they were, and 
the prospects of that important branch of our manufacture bear a 
more healthy appearance than they did. In Bessemer steel there is 
no lack of orders, and the works are as busy as they can be, the pro- 
duction searcely keeping pace with the demand. In the neighbour 
hood of Rotherham business is steady, and the works are kept well 
going. The collieries are also in full work, sending a good deal of 
house coal southwards, and to several railway depots there is a fair 
tonnage of locomotive qualities being sent away. 

The new year has opened out well at Chapeltown and Thorneliffe, 
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where large quantities of pipes and every description of gas mate- 
rial, palisading, stove and other castings, are being turned out. The 
men at the collieries—the number of which is larger than it has 
probably ever been—have now settled down, and all traces of the 
long fight between capital and labour have nearly disappeared. 
There are still a few police constables left, but in a very short time 
they will also have retired to quarters where their services will be of 
more value than where they now are, Messrs. Newton, Chambers, 
and Co, are now more fully developing the minerals they have than 
has yet been the case, and are sending a large tonnage of Silkstones 
to London, where their coal is in high repute. They are also mak- 
ing a great deal of coke, for which there is a brisk demand. The 
new patent Belgian furnaces are now nearly completed, and when 
in work will turn out about 400 tons of coke weekly. 

At Elsecar extensive alterations have been going on for some time 
in the putting down of puddling and heating furnaces on Siemens’ 
principle, andin the making of a new rail-mill, which is now all but 
finished, New boilers are also being fixed, and in a short time the 
productive power of the Messrs. Dawes will be very much larger than 
ever it has been. The collieries are doing a very fair trade, and 
since the reduced rate came into operation a heavier tonnage has 
been sent over the Great Northern to London by way of Doncaster, 
the route from South Yorkshire to Retford having now been aban- 
doned. Steam coal is in very moderate request. In the neighbour- 
hood of Leeds the ironworks are doing well, and some heavy con- 
tracts are in hand for various descriptions of manufactured iron, no 
small portion of which is on foreign account. The collieries in the 
Normanton district are fullyemployed, and sending out a good deal 
of what is raised to Hull and Goole. The Messrs, Briggs and Co. 
(Limited) are opening out a new colliery, and the miuerals around 
Pontefract are now being largely developed. 





REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Jan, 12.—The Quarterly Meetings of the Iron Trade have been 
held this week, at Wolverhampton yesterday, and to-day at Birming- 
ham. Both meetings have been well attended, and, on the whole, 
the aspect the trade presented was tolerably good. At Birmingham 
there was a large attendance, including representives of most of the 
leading houses of South Staffordshire and Shropshire, and in addi- 
tion to many local merchants, brokers, engineers, and manufacturers, 
there were buyers present from London, Liverpool, Bristol, and the 
North. Prices having been settled at the preliminary meeting, on 
the old official basis of 82. per ton forcommon marked bars, and the 
political situation being unchanged, there was no disturbing element 
to be taken into account, and little time, therefore, was lost in nego- 
ciation. Theamount of business transacted altogether was not very 
great for quarter-day, but comparatively few of the large firms are 
now dependent on these public meetings, and the orders in the mar- 
ket were, at all events, sufficient to uphold quotations as well for 
pig as for manufactured iron. For the former a good many con- 
tracts were concluded for the quarter’s make, and as stocks are gene- 
rally low, prices were firm, at 3/. 10s, to 3/. 15s, for hot-blast native 
all mine, 47, to 4/, 2s, 6d. for hematite ; and other sorts in propor- 
tion. In manufactured iron the chief demand was for bars for ex- 
port, quoted at 7/. 5s. to 8/.; hoops, sheets, plates, gas strip, rods, 
and other miscellaneous varieties adapted to the manufacturing 
wants of this locality. Native ores were in great request, at 15s, to 
15s, 6d. for balls, flats, gubbins, &c. Business at the works was re- 
ported to be still very slack, notwithstanding the interruption caused 
by the holidays, but in the confident belief that the end of the war 
cannot now be very remote, and that with peace a period of pro- 
sperity will certainly dawn for all branches of the English iron trade. 
the tone of the meeting was decidedly cheerful. 

There were comparatively few exhibits, and of these the only ab- 
solute novelty was a model shown by Mr. George Ryland, of Bir- 
mingham, of Dorrell and Rudge’s patent slabbing and blooming 
machine, the advantages claimed for which include a saving of 10d. 
to ls, per ton in puddled blooms, of 1s. 6d, to 3s, per ton in slabs, 
and of 80 or 90 per cent. of bar ends ; great rapidity—the heat being 
so little reduced that two, three, or more balls may be doubled at the 
rolls; slab ends well up-set, and one stage acting one way and the 
other crosswise, the puddled bar has a cross-grain character ; free- 
dom from lappings and staff marks—very importantin rolling sheets, 
plates, and nail iron ; adaptation for balls of any weight and blooms 
of any sizes, and for slabs for plates and nail sheets of any width. 

The accounts of the operations in sinking for coal at Sandwell 
Park so far are very satisfactory. No running sand has been met 
with, as was expected, and so far water has not hindered the progress 
of the sinking. A winding-engine is being erected, and the confi- 
dence of the promoters in no way abates, 





RFPORT FROM MONMOOTH AND SOUTH WALES, 
Jan. 12.—There is some satisfaction in finding that a tolerably 


cheerful tone pervades the Quarterly Meetings of the Iron Trade which 
are now being held. The chief matter for complaint is the severity 
of the weather. It might be said that in all the branches of the 
trade operations would this week have been resumed with the usual 
earnestness, but owing to the impediment which has been met with 
from the hard and continuous frost, great difficulty has been expe- 
rienced in conveying the raw materials to the furnaces and other 
departments of the establishments. Taking these things into con- 
sideration, there has been a fair degree of activity witnessed at the 
ironworks during the week, and it is expected that as soon as the 
quarterly meetings are over business will begin to show some im- 
provement. For the next few weeks, though orders may not be 
numerous, makers will continue to execute such as come to hand 
with the greatest expeditiousness, SO as still to keep themselves un- 
fettered. Up to the present time, it is true, there is not much sign 
of contracts accumulating, evenif there were less animation at the 
works. Still in these times of uncertainty manufacturers cannot be 
too wary, and it behoves them quite as much to keep their hands clear 
in order to be ready for an influx of business as to apprehend fur- 
ther depression. Although the new year is now speeding on, and 
the first month will soon have passed, there is yet not much im- 
provement to be reported. Perhaps, with the exception of the in- 
creasing requirements of the United States of America, it might be 
aaid there is no material change from the general quietude expe- 
rienced during the last two months of the old year. As was generally 
expected, old list quotations are being adopted at the quarterly mcet- 
ings, which is looked upon as the best course to adopt under present 
circumstances. The opinion of most makers still is that appreciable 
improvement will take place in the demand for all descriptions of 
makes in the next few months, and that the year will be one of tole- 
rable activity, The United States of America and the colonies are 
more particularly counted upon as large customers during the greater 
ne year, 
gel past the home railway companies have restricted 
their purchases as far as possible, and, therefore, it is very likely 
that the enquiry in the markets for home purposes will this year be 
larger than for some months past. The requirements for re-laying 
purposes alone will necessitate considerable purchases, and the new 
lines in course of construction, and about to be commenced, will ma- 
terially augment the demand. Bars, plates, &c., will, no doubt, com- 
mand a good enquiry. Pig is largely produced in the district, and 
prices are firmly maintained, although immediate requirements are 
not so large asthey would be were the finished iron trade more buoyant.

Progress is being made with the Rhondda Valley and Hirwain Junc- 
tion Railway, which is intended to connect the extensive coal fleld of that dis- 
trict with the Great Western system at Hirwain, ‘The object ts to obtain a more 
direct communication with the copper works of Swansea and Llanelly, the 
Rhondda coal being particularly suitable for copper-smelcing purposes, 

The evidence lately given before the Truck Commissioners, both 
at Gloucester and in London, has thrown much additional light upon 
the working of the system in South Wales. It is evident that the 
evils of the system have been fully divulged, while its advantages 
have been carefully concealed. Mr. Brogden, one of the proprietors 
of the Tondu Ironworks, in the Llynvi and Ogmore Valleys, stated that the shop 
connected with those works had been closed recently, owing toa man having 
summoned the firm for wages which had been previously paid to his mother in 
cash and through the shop. The men, however, requested that the shop should 
be re-opened, as it was a convenience to them, and the company complied. The 
district was a new one, and the firm had bullt houses for their men, as well as 
opened the shop. It was the custom to pay the men at the pay-office, and they 
were not at all induced to buy at the shop. The men regarded the shop as be- 
neficlal to themselves, but It wascarried on ata lossto the company. Mr. James 
Colcuhoun, general manager of the Llynvi Coal and Iron Works, sald the custom 
at those works was to pay the men about every eight or nine weeks, which made 
abou’ six payments in the year. Besides these, the men recelved fortnightly 
draws: 2000 men were employed at the works. There was no shop connected 
with those works, but from experfence he had bad of company shops in other 
districts, he was favourable to them, provided they were properly conducted. 
The men were paid tn notes, for which they obtained cash or goods at the shop- 
keepers’, He thought fortnightly payments more practicable than weekly pay- 
ments, Other evidence was adduced to this effect. ;

THE FOREST OF WYRE COAL FIELD—No, III, 


The Main sulphur coal varies much in quality, some being compa- 
ratively free from pyrites. In other portions of the district it is very 
sulphurous, though it burns well, Another variety contains much 
earthy matter, and does not burn so freely. The formation of sul- 
phurous acid during its combustion causes the grate bars to be eaten 
away. In the southern district considerable quantities of this Sul- 
phur coal are converted into coke, here invariably called charcoal ; 
the process is usually carried on during the winter, and in the sum- 
mer time the cokes are carted away for hop drying. The sulphurin 
the coals is supposed to be beneficial for this particular purpose. 
Many years since, when the Sweet coals were worked at Bavenny 
Wood, they had a great reputation amongst the blacksmiths of the 
district, who used them to a considerable extent. It is well to bear 
this in mind, because we shall have occasion to show that, since in 
all probability the Bavenny Wood coals and the Harcourt are the 
same, and the Harcourt coal is nothing more than an outlier of the 
Clee Hills coal field, we may expect some similarity in the quality. 
One of the Clee Hill seams is renowned for its adaptability to the 
blacksmith’s use, and is hence called “Smith” coal. There are no 
ironstones belonging to the younger coal measures that are now, or 
at any time have been, of any commercial value. Those which were 
worked at Billingsley I hope to show are members of the older coal 
measures, and precisely the same as were formerly worked at the 
Brown Clee Hill, 

The principal roads running through the coal field are good, being 
furnished with excellent material from the Jew stone, or rather Dhu 
stone, of Kinlet and the Clee Hills. There is also a whitish crys- 
talline sandstone at Kinlet Knoll, which has been hardened by con- 
tact with the Trap ; itis very hard, and well adapted to road-making. 
Tworailways intersect the district—the Severn Valley, and one branch- 
ing from it a little north of Bewdley, and jeining the Shrewsbury 
and Hereford Railway at Wooferton. Both lines present most va- 
luable and interesting geological sections. The country is so pic- 
turesque as to attract many visitors, and the forest lands are favour- 
able te the pursuit of the entomologist. I may mention thatthe late 
Mr. Edward Baugh, of Bewdley, had a fine collection of fossils from 
the several formations of the locality, especially from the carboni- 
ferous limestone of Oerton, This collection has now been disposed 
of, but there still remains to be seen by any geelogical visitor to this 
district the admirable collection of Dr. Weaver Jones, of Cleobury 
Mortimer, 

Having now described the general features, let us enquire into the 
geology of the district. It has not been at all fully described, The 
most important records that I know of are those contained in Sir R. 
Murchison’s “ Silurian System.” A chapter on this subject occurs 
in a pleasantly written little work, entitled “The Rocks of Worces- 
tershire,” written by Mr. Roberts. The descriptions of the horizon- 
tal sections of the Government Geological Survey give very little in- 
formation relative to this coal field, The fact is they have not at- 
tempted to work out the geology of the district in the same detailed 
manner as in the more important coal fields. What has been done 
was principally the work of Mr, Williams, some 30 years since, Mr, 
Aveline, whose name is connected with the Government Survey work 
in this coal field, spent but a few days, and under the guidance of 
an old collier and sinker, named Winnal, He gave me much infor- 
mation, and may be found at the village of Baginswood, Thus, I 
have depended mostly upon my own investigations for the following 
account :—The more important coal fields are worked systematically 
—records and plans are kept of the sinkings and workings ; conse: 
quently, sutticient reliable data are in such cases at hand for the pur- 
pose of explaining the geological construction, together with the cir- 
cumstances under which the deposits took place. But in the case of 
the Forest of Wyre coal field few records are to be met with, and the 
consequence is that the sections of the Geological Survey simply show 
that coal measures exist. They give no vertical section sheet. De- 
tails of a section at Bayton are given in the sheet of horizontal sec- 
tions, No. 50, and we have a note as follows :~ 

* The Forest of Wyre consists of the Upper measures, and is very little worked 
or known ; the coalis generally poor and sulphury, very irregular, much faulted, 
and often thinning entirely away. The conutry being covered by thick under- 
wood there are very few places where the rocks are exposed, When they are 
seen they are flat or undulating at small angies, being much broken. Further 
north coal is worked, but where the strata are crossed by the section none what- 
ever is known.”’ 

Thus it will be seen under what difficulties any writer upon this 
coal field must labour; and, if it had not been my good fortune to 
discover the continuation southward of the Spirorbis limestone of 
the more northerly deposits of the Upper Coal Measures in Shrop- 
shire, it is probable that I should have remained silent. This dis- 
covery has offered a clue to the construction of the whole coal field, 
and we can now correlate the strata of the north with those of the 
south, and also account for that large space of barren measures lying 
between Arley Kings and Prizeley in one direction, and (say) from 
from Prizeley to Folly Point, on the Severn, in another, In its proper 
place I shall have occasion to refer at greater length to the Spirorbis 
limestone, Generally speaking, we may say these deposits belong to 
the upper zone of the coal measures. I think we may safely say 
they range above the Brooch coal of Staffordshire, and the Fungus 
of Shropshire. We find them in the southern part of the South Staf- 
fordshire coal field occupying a very great thickness—not less than 
700 feet. We also find them in the Coalbrookdale coal field, andin 
that case very distinctly marked by having the associated Spirorbis 
|limestone. ‘hey are there found to have filled up a valley in the 
| older coal measures, known as the Symon fault, The age of these 
upper coal measures is, without doubt, settled by their conformable 
}and gradual passage (according to Sir R. Murchison) at Chelmarsh, 
|into the Permian, There is no doubt, however, that in many places 
| the unconformity of the Permian and Upper coal measures indicates 
| a devastation of those coal measures previous to the deposit of the 
Permian, as appears from what Ihave before said in reference to 
the Bunter sandstone coming immediately upon the Old Red Sand- 
stone south of Arley Kings. In that case, it appears that a deunda- 
tion, not only of the whole of the coal measures but also of the entire 
Permian, took place previous to the deposit of the Bunter sandstone, 
There is, however, a deposit of Sweet coal underlying these younger 
coals in one portion of the coal field, and they belong to the older 
coal formation, I believe I am the first person who has pointed this 
out, It has never been mentioned, previous to this, in any publica- 
tion on the subject. I hope presently to show that this older forma- 
tion can be correlated both with the two Clee Hill coal fields and 
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with the Coalbrookdale field. It is found to be only a patch, for to 
the south we come upon the Old Red Sandstone after passing through 
the younger coal measures, and so we do to the north; whereas in 
the centre of the district, or rather midway between Bridgnorth and 
Bewdley, as at Harcott, after passing through the younger series we 
pass into the older series, containing important seams of Sweet coal 
and ironstone, No deposit similar to this patch of Sweet coal exists 
in the other upper coal districts of Shropshire, as the Shrewsbury, 
Leebotwood, or Dryton coal fields, It is marked at Harcott, and 
around Kinlet and Bavenney Wood by important deposits of iron- 
stone and coals, which are thicker than any in the upper coal mea- 
sures, They are remarkably good, and, in the estimation of some 
people, equal to the Great coal of the Clee Hills, or the House coals 
of Cannock Chase, Some idea of their importance may be gathered 
from the following abstract, taken from the Harcott Deep Pit—

Thinking that this coal patch might be an extension of the Clee 
Hill (Cornbrook) field, I sought anxiously for Millstone grit, in the 
valley below Chorley. For some time I was deceived by the grey 
carboniferous looking rocks and conglomerates I met with. The 
occurrence of a cornstone not far from the outcrop of the coal mea- 
sures had made me a little doubtful, and at length meeting with a 
band of red marl lying between these grey rocks, I was convinced of 
my mistake, and gave up the search. I was amused to find subse- 
quently that Sir R. Murchison had in his Silurian System, page 136, 
ed, 1839, noticed the same deceptive appearance of these rocks, An- 
other reason for supposing the connection with the Clee Hill depo- 
sits was that near Farlow Factory, only a mile and quarter to the 
west from Harcott, and at the bottom of the Clee Hill Common, a 
small patch of Sweet coal was worked about eight years since by a 
person named Heathcock, who is now in New Zealand, and con- 
sequently inaccessible for the purpose of giving more accurate in- 
formation, From the account given to me by Mr. Robert Jones, of 
the Harcott Colliery, who visited the workings during their progress, 
I believe it to have been a patch of the Gutter coal, which we know 
runs a long distance down the Clee Hill Common, He described it 
as being a good coal, about a foot thick, having about 2 feet of bat 
on the top, which is rather characteristic of the Gutter coal. The 
following is a section of the Gutter coal, as it occurs in Messrs. Pear- 
son’s Colliery, between the Kuowlbury and Cornbrook basins of the 

Clee Hill coal field :—

I should mention that the Blackband ironstone is not always pre- 
sent, but gives way to the shale. If the Farlow patch be not the 
Gutter coal, then it is one of the Harcott Sweet coals. When we 
come to enquire more fully into the question of correlating these de- 
posits, I shall show how it is that we have no millstone grit of any 
importance, if any, below the Harcott coals, It will be borne in 
mind that in the Coalbrookdale coal field we have the coal measures 
resting immediately upon the Old Red Sandstone, as at Shirlot, 
whereas there are many feetof the Grit west of Broseley and Caughley,

A NEW AND REMARKABLE CoAL.—Prof. Wurtz, inthe Gas Light 
Journal of Dec. 3, gives a letter from New Bethichem, Pa., announcing the dis- 
covery there of a new Cannel Coal, samples of which have been sent him, and 
of which he thus speaks :—* At first glance it has the characteristic aspect of 
some of the English Cannels, having the cuboidal jointage and dull-black con- 
choidal fracture, but on looking closer strange pecullarities appear. The frac- 
tured surface is fullof minute glistening points, as if it had a finely crystalline 
(almost crypto-crystalline) texture. The strangest thing, however, is that when 
cut, or even rubbed, with a knife-blade, it assumes a brilliant lustre, precisely 
like graphite or plumbago. 1t easily streaks paper, the streak having a sligthly 
olive-brown tinge, and being (as observed by the writer in the case of grahanvite) 
indelible by india rubber. [t might be used for makingasortofcrayon. This 
would seen to indicate an admixture of something similar to the viscosine of 
the writer. In the fire it burns much like a good ordinary cannel, cracking to 
pieces with some decrepitation, without any caking, yielding a voluminous 
and cheerful flame, leaving considerable white ash. A full account of all its 
properties, chemical and otherwise, will soon be given to our readers,” 


TRAMWAYsS.—Mr. E, E, ALLEN, Pelham-place, Brompton, proposes 
to form the rail of a Z shape, so as to be reversible, either in one piece, or of two 
angle irons thickened at the angles. When these angles are large, so as to rest 
on the ballast without sleepers, he serrates or roughens so much of the horl- 
zontal portion of the angles as lies beyond the thickened edges upon which the 
wheels run. Tbe groove for flanges of wheels is formed by a light angle iron 
attached to the timber or other sleeper or lowerangle rail. On steep inclines he 
employs an additional rail in the centre of the track, the upper surface of which 
may be level with the road.
